Levi paid Tithes, yet in the loyns of Wraham, who afterwards 
received Tithts ; And Lev: the Prieſt received Tithes in the 
land of Canaan. and ſo the Prieſthodd'made be Come 
mand of God, had a Conynand according .to the Law of 
'God, totake Tirhes of the people. —_ |

deckhad tenths in thetime of the war;burt Chriſt who ends the 
Law, ends the war, and deſtroyes the Devil and his works, 
which is z*:. cauſe of all war and ftrife; ſends forch his Mini- 
ſters freely, reely you have received, freely give again. 
Now the Jews Law was ſtanding when Chriſt ſent forth his

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chizedceck,/ neither is he called 5, firſt Prieſt-hood that took 
the Tythes, but is called theſubſtance of all Types, figures, 
ſhadowes, and finulitudes,, and is the heir of all things and 
ends the Prieſt-hood that had the tenths, and is an ever- 
laſting Prieſt, after the order of Melchizedeck,. who was glo- 
rified with the Father before the World began, before the 
tenths Was. 

So he ends the figures, and all figures, and tenths, and 
Tythes, that redeemes people out of the ninths ; and ſo the 
Church of Chriſt which is his body, of whom he is the head, 
in whom he is in the mideſt, who was in the beginning with 
the Father before the world began,ſeeks not afterthetenths, 
who redeems out of the ninths, who brings tothe end of the 
law, and end of the war, and all typesand figures, and ſha- 
dowes, and fimilitudestoChriſt theſubſtance, and ſuch wit« 
neſſe peaceon earth, and good will towards men, and the 
Kingdom come which ſtands in joy, and righteouſneſle, and 

eace in the Holy Ghoſt, and his will is done in earth, as it 
1s in Heaven, 

Sorill Chriſt was offered up, Tythes was to be paid, and 
they robbed God that did not pay Tythes ; while Tythes 
was kept back, there was not meat in their houſe, andſoGod - 
kept back from them; you keep back the tenths, cannot I 
keep back the ninths, and cauſe the earth nor togive her in- 
creaſe ; ſo bring in your Tythes, and ſee if. I will not cauſe 
the windowes of Heaven to be opened, and pour you forth 
a bleſling , that chere ſhall not be room enough to receive 


it, 
And the Tythes of the land was the Lords, it was not tobe 
iventoCeſar, it was not called Ceſars, the tenths was the 
Lords, and hegave them back to the ſervices, for which 
he appointedthem; and this was the State, when man was 
droveintothe earth in the time ofthelaw. 

Now the ninths is the Lords as well as the tenths, and all 
the ſpoil'in the war is the Lords, as weli as the tenths, to 
Melchide:k, the figure; ſoin the time of Chriſt who ends the 
war, allis offered up unto the Lord, all the ſpoil, theninths, 
the time of Chriſt, thecyd of the law, and Prieſt-hood that- 

cook 
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cook the tenths, the ninths is offered up, and they come 
out of the ninths of the earth, ſo ro Chriſt the ſubſtance, 
who redeems out of the ninths, am ſuch comes to reign upon 
the earth, as ſaid before,and be made kings and Prietts : And 
there is moreto be 1! poXen of theſe words hard tobe uttered. 

And Chriſt never told people they robbed him , that 
did not bring him the tenths, ' who was the everlaſting 
Prieſt , though the ,Jewes law was yet ftanding before he 
was offered up; he ſpoiled principalities, and powers, and 
triumphed over them openly, and put down Prieſt and its 

authority, and tenths and its authority,and brought people 
ro the beginning, out of the ninths to the Father, and to 
fit with him in Heavenly places. 

Andthe Church never told people thavit was robbery if 
chey did not give them tenths, and Chrifts Miniſters never 
faid it was robbery, though —_ law was ſtanding,when 
they went to preach freely without a bag, when Chriſt the 

wer of God ſent them forth, which power opened the 
Clnrro of people to give them, that they ſhould not waut, and 
they trod out the corn. 

And the Jews law was ſtanding, and the Prieſts, and 
* tenths, before Chriſt was offered up, and Chriſts Miniſters, 
and preachers of the Goſpel never complained to the ewes, 
or went tothe Jewes, which had the Law of God, and com= 
mand of God, which gave the tenths, that they ſhould(by 
the 19 ys Foe them the tenths, but they preached 
Chriſt freely, by whom the world was made, the wiſdom of 
God, the Saviour of theworld, that ends all types, figures, 
and fhadowes, and Changeable things, and other Prieſts, and 
redeems out of the ninths, to hve in the word, and: 

wer of God, that lives and-abides, and endureth for ever, 
which all things are upholden by, by the word, and power, 
which gives every thing its being, and encreaſe, and meat in 
their dueſeaſon. 

.And theſe preached Chriſt,and followed him which was the

gain, and foin the Garden; ſo, do they follow Chriſt who 
lives in the Ninths of the earth , or not? Chriſt never 
claimed the Tenths in the time of the War, nor mi the time 
of the Law, thongh Melchizedeck that figure, and Priefts had 
them 3 bur Chriſt is the end of all figures. * 

And the Jews Law was ſtanding in the dayes of the fleſh of 
Chriſt when he was upon the earth ; but when he was offe- 
red up it was finiſhed , who went to bis Father where he was 
before the World began, who ſaith,follow me who is the Cap- 
tain of Salvation. l 

The young man in the Goſpel which had kept the Law, 
he would offer up the Tenths;but he nuſt offer up the ninths, 
that is a hard thing to ſell his poſſeſſion , he isa rich man, he 
would be willing to pay the Venchs ;3 well chis is but a touch 
of what might beſpoken concerning theſe things. 

The Church of Chriſt which is tae Ele&ion in Chriſt , ac- 
cording to the foreknowledge of God, before the World be- 
gan, Which are Redeemed from the earth, and reigns: upon 
the earth, as Kings and Prieſts; that witneſs the end of the 
War; and before War began , and before the fall was : m 
the Image of God, in the Dominion overall the Creatures , 
in the Wiſdom of God,- in the Power of God, and the en4 
of the ſpoil, and to the end of the Law , and Prieſts that 
took the Tenths in the Law, and witneſſeth the diſannulling 
of the Command and Priefthood both : ſuch be in Chriſt , 
ſuch be the Church, and ſuch doth not claim Tenths,rhar 
be in Chrift, the Heir of all things, (mark that word) that 
Redeenis out of the Ninths, for as Iaid before in the time 
cf the Law, andthe War, the figure, like unto the Son of 
God, was Tenthspaid, but in the time of the Goſpel Ninths 
given up, yea,all is given up to the Lord,and the earth is the 
Lords, and the fulneſ(s thereof. 

And thenyrhat believe in Chriſt be in the Wiſdom of God, 
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and ſo the Church never cles the Tenths which wasin rhe 
time of the War, or Law, whoarecome intotheGolpel, the 
Power of Ged, which ended the War, and Redeemed from 
under Law; and they never told p that they were rob- 
bers of Chriſt, that did not pay himthe Tenths , and that ie - 
was his inheritance, which was the firſt Prieſthoods , and 
Chrift ends the firſt Prieſthood which hadthe Tenchs: and 
ends the War, and Redeems people out of the Ninths to 
bimſelf, who is the Heir of all things : Gloryto him for c- 
Ver. 

And ſo Tithes doth not belong to Ceſzr, but to God, and 
ſo doth Nimths too, for fince man was drovefrom God, the 
Commandment was, Thou ſhalt offer np the Tenrhs : bur as 
men ſhall come to be Redeemed from under the Law toGod, 
they come our of the Ninths of the earth and ofter up all to 
God (tor the Law ſerved until the ſeed came) and fo can 
fay, all is the Lords, and comes out of the earth again, and 
reigns upon it, which i5Gods foot-ſtool , and Heaven his 
Throne; ſo 'mark , men bemg drove from God intothe 
earth; Ninths in the time of the Law , and in the time of 
the War, and the firſt Priefthood , and Melobizedeck the fimi- 
litude, after that Order came, Chriſt, whoRedeems men a- 

ainto God out cf theearth, as he was drove from God into 

heearth , fellfrom his Righteouſneſs and Image, by tranſ- 
greſſion and difobedience; ſo by che obedienceof Chriſt who 

sthe mage of God, is-man again brought toGod, out of 
the earth: ſo out of theNinths , and ends the firſt Prieft- 
hood that hadthe Tenths , and the Law by which they were 
made, and the'Commandment diſannulled that gave them , 
and ends the War,and the Tentks,and the fimilitudes; he who 
is after the order of Melchizedeck, Prieſt of che mcſ High God, 
whoyet liveth , who ends in Chriſt , who is the Eeir of all 
things; and-many more things I have to ſpeak, which is as yer 
hard tobe nctered, tothis..

in Heaven and thingsin earth , ſo doth not reconcile toun- 
cteannefs but deftroyes that which cauſes it, and fo brings 
into Unity with God , and one with another , who is the 
Word, and Power, who is called the SanRification, and Ju- 
ftificarion : and more is to beſaid in this,which as yet is hard 
to beuttered, 

So Tithes was due by Geds Law tc his Prieſthood , which 
was made according to his Law , which had a Command ac» 
cording to his Law to take them, and Chriſt is the end of the 
Law to every one that believes, and thoſe that believe are 
his Church ; Marke here , Whether thoſe that are the Belie- 
vers goes into the Tenths? And whether or no they are 
come to Chrift who Redeems out of the carch, andto are 
come out of the Ninths of the earth to God, through his 
mage Chriſt Jefus, who is the brightneſs of his Glory , and 
the expreſs Image of his Subſtance? Chriſt Jeſus who was 
with him before the World began., as 1 faid before. 

Well, ſeeing that Chriſt ended them chat had Tenths m 
the time of theLaw, and War, and ended the War and 
Law,by which they were made that took them,and the Com- 
mandment that gave them, to them, and ends the War, be- 
fore the Law, and is the end of alt Wars : . who puts the 
fire, and the {word in theearth : and deftroyes the. de- 
ſtroyer, that caufeth Wars : and brings peace on the 
earth, and good Will towards men: and his Miniſters 
preacht the Goſpel and the Kingdom of God, which bath 
noend, (Mark, the Kingodm of God, there is more in that) 
that followed Chriſt, that they preachrt : and asked nor for 
Tithes, for Tenths of the earth : that was Elefted before 
the World began, that was Redeemed out of the Ninchs, 
that witneffed the Kingdom of God that ftands in Righteoul- 
nefs, Peace, and Joy m the Holy Ghoſt, and that fir in 
. heavenly places m Chriſt Fefus;” And you yay read what 
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they witneſſed in the Hebrew Q Las them that ſtuck in the 
+ Figures , Prieſts., Tithes and Offerings, which told them 
that the one offering was offered up, the end of rheir offer- 
ings and Prieſthood both, that could not continue becauſe 
of death, and Chriſt was come, the end of all fimilicudes , 
he remains a Prieſt for ever after the order of Melchizedechk ; 
\ and the Prieſthood was changed that took the Tithes, and 
the Law was changed, and the Commandment difannul- 
led: ſo when the Prieſthood was changed, and the Law 
changed that gave them, and the Commandment diſan- 
nulled, and men come up out of the Ninths to the 
heavenly gift, and did partake of the power of the World 
to.come, and yet thele things was but as milk among 
Babes. 

Before Chriſt was offered up, they oughtto pay Tithes , 
Eut when he was offered up,then they onght not , the Com- 
mandment diſannulled , the Prieſthood changed , the Law 
changed alſo, Wasended , peace on earth , and good will 
towards men': Ele&ion known before the World began , 
and men Redeemed to God from the carth , who had been 
drove from God into the earth : ' who had loſt his Image by 
tranſgreſſion and diſobedience , who is brought into the I- 
mage by the obedience of Chriſt , who blors out the tranſ- 
grefſion , and finiſheth fin, and reconciles for iniquity, and 
brings in Everlaſting Righteouſneſs , (Mark, Righteouſneſs 
+ laſteth for ever) that Redeems men out of the Ninths, and 
ends the War, in whom Melchizedeck, the figure ends, and 
Jiveth not in the Righteouſneſs of the Law of works, of the 
Prieſts that had the Tenths, and Command,that Commands 
the Teaths, bur lives in Chriſt, and by him, and under him, 
whois the Treaſure of Wiſdom and Knowledge,that ends the 
Command, and Law, and Prieſthood,and War,and Figures, 
and in him doth Metchizedeck end, Chriſt who is the end of 
all things,and here is the Saints life, and the Churches head, 
that the gates cf Hell cannot -prevail againſt , who is the 
ſum of all things , that ends Ninths, and Tenths. 

And his Church is Redeemed out ofthe Ninths and reigns 
apim the earth , and preachesthe Goſpel , the Kingdome of 

od, (Mark, Kingdom)and preachesthe Subſtance, the end

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.is changed that he was made by, and he alſc, ahd the Com» 
mand diſannulled that gave him Tithes , and herethe peace 
on earth , and the good will towards men-is known ; for 
Chriſt is the Peace and Redeemer , and now heis come to 
reign, and doth reign among his Saints , who ends all fimi- 
lieudes and likenefles, and in him is no ſhadow, nor turning, 
nor winding , nor variableneſs, who is the Image of God, 
glorified with the Father before the World began.

Tenths, and brings men up into the Image of God, and his 
Righteouſneſs, and Redeems people outof the Ninths, and 
ſo to the end of the Tenths, and Warre; being come our 
of the fall up to God again, where peace is, redeemed out of 
the earth, and reigns upon it , and there is theend of that 
at preſent 3 and ſo much for that at the preſent. 

And Tenths was paid from the Principle of God within 
chem, for man tranſgreſſing the Principle ot God within him 
was drove from God , but when the Law came which went 
overal! tranſgrefſors, and tranſgreſſions, & anſwered the juſt 
Principle of God in every man, the Tenths was offered up in 
the time of the War, and Law, from the Principle of God 
within, and ſois the Ninths from the Spirit of God within , 
the power of God, the Goſpel, and where life and immors- 
tality is come to light, all is offered up toGcd : And man 
come up out of the earth nnto God from whom he has been 
drove. ; 

And from the Principle of God within, he did offer up the 
Tenths according to Law; for death reigned , man tran(- 
oreſſing the Law of God within him, when he fell, went from 


_ the power, 


The Devil weat out of truth , tempted man outof trath, 
to fin, and ſo to death, and death reigned from Adam till 
Moſes, and fo the Law came by Moſes, who ſaw the firſt tran. 
greſſion upon the earth: and ſo the law was added becauſe 
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ef tranſgreJon, which is called the higher power . higher 
then all evi doers,c> which power every ſoul muſt be fubjett. 
And Moſes ſaw the bleſſed ſtate of the creatures before 
eranſ{greflion, before the Divel and man went out of truth, 
and fo man had che power withm him before che tranſgreiſ- 
on, the power within him, the law within him, and fo the 
law was added npon him, called the law of works, becauſe of 
trinſgreſtion, and that ſerved tell the ſeed came; and Moſes 
ſaw the Prophet of God, he knew that the feed of che Woman 
ſhould bruiſe the head of the Serpent ; Chriſt Jefus ſhould 
deſtroy the Devil and his works, the ſalvation of mankind. 
And Moſes the Prophet, God gave him that wiſdom, to 
makethe pattern, the figure, and Moſes ſawthetime it ſhould 
ſtand, and beforeit was; and the Prophet God ſhould raile 
uplike unto him, whom rhe people ſhould hear, who ſhould 
cometoend ir. 
Now he that can read this, and ſee this, and hear this 
1 which ſhould end che pattern, types, figures, and 
owes, may read ſomething; and he that hath offered up 
theninths of the earth, and is come out of the nimths , by 
_ Chrift the ſubſtance, redeemed out of the earth, and wit- 
nefſeth fin and tranfgreiſion finithed, and the bond of ini- 
quity broken, and Chriſt reconciled to him, and everlaſting 
righteouſnefſe broughe in, he witneffeth the end of tenchs, 
and may fpeak fomertting of what the tenths figured forth, 
and offerings, 'and Priefts, that witneſs the feed, and is in 
the ſeed Chriſt, chat hath bruiſed the head of the Serpent, 
(the Divel that cauſeth war ) he may ſay, a ſtronger then he 
1s come that keeps the houſe, and that the ſtrong man. has 
bowed himſelf, and that the keepers of the houfe has trem- 
bled,and the earth ſhaken alſo,and that which is to be ſhaken,

Concerning Tythes ſince the dayes of the Apoſtles. 

And as for Tythes, ſince the dayes of the Apoſtles, the 
Pope was the firſt Author of them ; for as Chritt ſaid falſe 
Prophets ſhould come, inwardly ravening Wolves, having the 
Sheeps cloathing, that is the outſide in Mat, 7. 24. chapter, 
which Jobn ſaw was come in his firit Epiſtle, in chapter the'2. 
and fourth, which went forth from chem into the World, 
andin the revelations, all that dwel: upon the earth, went 
after them, and Chriſt who ſaid they ſhould come, bid they 
ſhould not goatter them, and 764+ whofſaid chey were come, 
told the Saints that they needed no man to teach them , but 
as the ſame anointing did teach them which was in them, 
and as that didteach chem they ſhould continue in the Son of 
Godandin the Father. 

So thoſe that Chriſt ſaid ſhould come to his Diſciples, the 
falſe Prophets, and Antichriſts, Fob ſaw was come (one of 
his diſciples) which went forth from them into the World; 
and in the kevelatior:, all that dwelt upon the earth went 
after them, and when they had gota head in the World, 
they turnedagainft the Saints, and. killed the Saints, thac 
kept the Teſtimony of Jeſus. Mat. 7.24. 1 fob. 2. 4 Kev. 13. 

And ſo in the eleventh of the Revelations , the witneſſes 
werekilled, and in-the twelfrh,the dragon was wrath with the 
woman, and ſhe fled into the Wildernefle to be kept atiwe, 
andtimes, and half a time, to be fed , and the man-child 
was caught up to-God, and the dragon made war with the 
remnantofher ſeed ; ſo hereis the true woman, the true 
Church fled into the Wildernefſe, and the Dragon gave his 

ertothe Beaſt, inthe thirteenth of the Keve/arzonr, the 
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' Jeſus the ſpirit of Prophecy, the true Miniſters, and killed 
rhem, = overcame them, and when he had overcome the 
Saints, power was given to the Beaſt, over all kindreds 
tongues, and peoples and nations. | 
So he had power over the naturals , Hebrew, Greek 
and Litin , called- the Original, Orthodox men , and 
killed the true Miniſters which kept the teſtimony of Jeſus, 
the ſpirit of prophecy 3 then he having power over all kin- 
dreds, tongues and Nations, then deceit { read it ſelf over 
all nations, the true Church being in the Wildernefſe, and 
the man-child canght up to God; and then came up the 
Beaſt and his names, markes, and hornes and images, who 
was in the Dragons, the Devils powef, and compelling to 
worſhip, and let up his lying fignes, and wonders, and has 
ower over the tongues, to order them, here he has his 
aces, and colledges, toorderthem as he will, the na- 
turals,that killed them that was in the ſpirit. . 
Andthen the Whore got upen the beaſt, the falſe Church, 
the falſe woman , the Whore, in the Dragons power: after 
the True Church was in the Wilderneſs, and all Nations 
drunk her cup of Fornication , before they could Le mar- 
ried; and the Kings of the earth drunk her-cup of Fornica- 
tion. Then did the Kings of the earth make Nations to 
bend, and the ſheeps cloathing to be put upon them, for ſhe 
hath reigned over the earth : This fenced city, this falſe 
Church, this Whore ,” where all the blood hath been ſhed a- 
beut Religion , Church, Miniſtrp , and Scriptures, in the 
whole Chriſtendom , among them called Chriſtians , fince 
the dayes of the Apoſtles, and Chriſt who wreſtled not with 
fcſh and blood, ſtruck not at creatures, did not come-to de- 
ftroy mens lives, but to ſave them ; and theApoſtles that 
followed him, wreſtled with Principalities and powers, and 
ſpiritual wickednefſes ; and brought the creature into the li- 
berty of the ſons of God. 
And Chriſt deſtroyed the Devil, and his works, and death, 
which had its authority in men , and yet ſaved mens lives ; 
| he did not cauſe any to be putin Priſon , neither did he put 
. any inPriſon, though they Blaſphemed againſt him, nor the 
Apoſtles neither,- but deſtroyed the Devil and his works, and 
- IS | 7 death, 
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death ; where he had his Face BY » Which cauſed men to 
Blaſpheme , and ſaved the man.: and the Apoſtles wreſtled 
with ſpiritual wickednefles, and rulers of darkneſs, which 
cauſed men to Blaſpheme; and brought the creatures into 
the liberty of the " Ki of God , and fuch came toknow the 
Redemption of the body, 

Buc this falſe church , this great city , this woman , this 
whore which hath made all Nations drunk with her Fornica- . 
tion, the Kings of the earth, wreſtleth with fleth and blood , 
deſtroyes mens lives(if any one come within her city which is 
fenced) though they have the [heeps cloathings, yer deſtroy- 
ing mens lives, ftocking, whipping, and impriſoning, killing, 
aching, cutting off cars, wreſtling with fleſh and blood 
the blood of the Saints, killing the creatures in- 
"wreſtling with principalities, and powers, and ſpi- 
ickednefles,and rulers of darknefs,in high places, and - 
oweth not Chriſt and the Apoitles, who are the inward- 

ly raveners that went out from them), which is the Whore, 
for a whore goes from ſomething; the children of /ſrae/when 
they went trom their God, they whored ; *{owhen theſe 
went from the Apoſtles, they whored , and all Nations hath 
drunk the Whores cup. 

And fo the Inhabitants of the earth which hath drunk the 
Whores cup, have the ſheep cloathirig , but not the ſheeps 
Nature, (which never worried , ſwine, nor dogs, nor goats, 
nor lyons, nor bears) ſo inftead of ſaving mens lives, de- 
Hroyed them, and inſtead of bringing creatures into the li- 
berty of the ſons of God, hath killed the creatures; and 
this 15 like neither Chriſt nor theApoſtles , but quite con- 
trary, out of their power, in the: Dragons power, devourers, 
murtherers. 

And ſothis Whore ſits upon the waters, and the waters are 
Peoples, Nations, Tongues , and Multitudes , as you may 
read in the Rev 17, and 1%. chapters, Now, Mark, Nations 
are waters, and Peoples are waters , and Tongues are wa- 
ters, Orthodox men which are called chePillars of the 
Church , ſhe ſuffered them to live, this falſe church ,, this 
Whore- which hatch drunk. the blood of the Marcyrs, Pro+ 
phets, and Saints; ſo killed the true Miniſters , and lo theſe

And again, the Judgment of the great Whore fhould come, 
this falſe church, and the myitery babylon confounded, and 
the Beaſttaken, and falſe prophets, and the old Dragon, and 
caſt mto the lake of fire, and the man child brought forth to 
Rule all Nations with a Rod oof Iron, andthe Lamb and the 
Saints ſhall have the ViRory; and the Lambs Wife known a- 
gain , and the Everlaſting Goſpel preacht again to all Kin- 
erg Tongues, and Nations; to ail that dwell upon the 
earth. cs 

What may the Tongues ſay, have wenot hadt 
all chis while ? and the Beaſt, and the Dragon, an 
prophets, and the Beaſts names, ſeveral images, and 
that is in the Nations, who hath powerover all Kin 4 
Tongnes, and Nations? I ſay no. you that are inwardly ra- 

vened, went forth from the Apoſtles, into the World , you 
went from the power, and ſo fromthe Everlaſting Goſpel , 
_ which muſt now be preached again to you; and this1s hard to 
be believed with the Tongues, and falſe church, the Whore, 
- 6 oo among the Jews at the firſt, Going forth of the 

And ſo now the Goſpel is going forth to all ,Kindreds, 
Tongues, and Nations, and Life, and Immortality, is come 
andcoming to light, aud the Everlaſting Goſpel preached a» 
gain freely, without a Bagg,or Store-houſe for Tirhes, which 
the firſt Prieſthood had. And the thirſt is riſen in people, and 
tothat which they ravened from, is people come and coming, 
and the Lamb and the Saints ſhall have the Vitory; the 
Brideand the Lambs Wife is witnefſed and ſhall be witnefſed, 
the True Church is known again , he that was dead is alive , 
and ſhall live for evermore. 

Soall thefe names, and marks, and horns, and Images, 
and ſeveral Crowns, in the whole Chriſtendom, is among the 
inwardly raveners, and how ſhould they be otherwiſe, when 

they ravencd from the Spiricof God, in which ſtands the U- 
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Sothey have ſet up Tithes, which ravened from the Spiric 
of God, fiom the Apoſtles : they could not ſer them up a» 
mong the Apoſtles, but went forth from 'them into the 
World, and ſetthem up there, and the old Maſ;-houſes, Eaſt, 
and Weſt , which they call Temples, or Church, with a croſs 
on the end of it; they wenefrom the Power of God the 
Croſs of Chrift, whoſe bodies were not the Temples of God, 
but the ſynagogues of Satan, the Murtherer: whohas killed 
one another about Church, and Miniftry : and priſoned till 
death for Tithes, and haled before Courts, and Seſſions, and 
Afﬀizes: the chief Magiſtrate in many places hath raken the 
Tenths, of the Tenths, which the Pope was the firſt Auther 
of, ſer up in the World by the beaſts , and Dragons power, 
and the great Whore, and falſe church , when the True-- 
Church went into the Wilderneſs; Bur as the true Church 
comes up again , all theſe things are fathomed, ſeen, and 
felt over, which hath got up {mice the dayes of the Apoſtles; 
and this is but a touch of what might be ſpoken concerning 
theſe things. 

And fo Tithes hath been ſet up by the laws of men, which 
they have iavenced, fince the dayes of the Apoſtles ; among 
them-which went from the Apoſtles, for the Apoſtles witnel- 
ſedthe end of the Law of God, and Commands and Prieſt- 
hood that took them, as in the Hebrews 7th. chap. 

And fo theſe that have taken Tithes in the whole Chriſten-= 
dom by the Law of men , and invention, hath not gone ac- 
cording tothe Law of God , for they were to have a Store- 
houſe, and all the Widows, Strangers, and Fatherleſs, were 
ro be filled, and eat, that there might not be a begger among 
them : and this proviftion the Law made , when Tithes was 
the Lords , the Tenths 5 and he- wonld make the Ninths 
ſerve Levi the Prieſt, and give him enongh, and alt Widowes, 
Strangers, and Fatherleſs; for men was in theunreaſonable- 
neſs tillthe Law came: im falſe meafures and weights, but 
Chriſt the end of the LawRedeems men out of the Ninths 
and the Law anſwers the reaſonable Principle of God 
in-every man, which" is Jaft, Holy, Good, and Perfeft 
{o the Law- goes over: all, and lets fee the firſt tratiſgref- _

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pomer to which the Sul Fo. be ſubjeA, whether in the hand 
of King, or Supream ; -and this.1s not like the Keathens Ir- 
vencions, or Statutes. | 

Now the Apoſtles witneſſed the end of the Commandment, 
that gave Tiches, and the Law , by which the Prieſthood was 
made that took them. Therefore, they that went forch from 
the Apoſtles inco the World, ſet up Tiches, where there is no 
Store-houſe for she Fatherlcls, Widowes, nor Strangers, in 
the whole Chriftendom ; but Prieſt goes away withall, and 
and it may be, Pope or cluef Magiſtrate has &he Tenths, of the - 
Tenths; and Widows, and Strangers, and Fatherleſs,crying 

' up and down the ſtreets, and Steeple-houſe doors for bread, 
at the old Maſs- Houſe doors , that it isa ſhame to ſee them. 

Though men talk of the Goſpel , and of the provilion of 
the Goſpel , yet they are not come to the proviſion of the 
Law, that provided to them all, in praQtice, and life, 

And what haling'before Courts, and caſting into Priſons {- 
dayly by the Prieſts and Impropriators, for Tithes? And 
whar cryes the people ? We mult give you Tenths, and we 
maſt be in the Ninths; Are you Miniſters of theGoſpel, and. 
no Store-houſe to relieve the Widows, Strangers, and Father- 
leſs, that there might not be a begger amongſt us? And you 

- cry you have a Law to giveit you; but cry the people it is not 

| - Ykethe Law of God, that Widows, and Strangers might be 

'; filled is well as you; you are them that went forth from 
the Apoſtles imo the World, from the Goſpel, and Law both, 
of God. 

The Apoſtles preached theGoſpel , and brought people 
out of the Ninths, to offer up the Ninths, andall, to the 
Lord; and ſo it ſhall be now;as the falle prophets Beaſt, and 
Dragon is taken, and the Judgement of the great Whore is 
come, andtheEverlaſting Goſpel preacht again to them that 
dwell upon thg earth, which was among the Apoſtles. 

People come out of the Ninths of the earth, not onely 
the Tenths, bur all co the Lord , for the earth is the Lords ,

Theſe that hath ſer up Tiches fince the dayes of the Apo- 

. files, are them,_thatare inwardly ravened , that went from

So Tithes to Me/cbizedeck in the time of. the War, and 
Tithes in the time of the Law, and all the Tithes ef the land

Anſw. Yes,for they are ſet up by the Popes, both by the 
old Maſs-houſes, and the Gleekis and maintains them 
idle , with other things given tothem , and keeps them 
from labouring, threſhing and ploughing, who hath rave- 
ned from the Spirit of God, and went forth from the A- 
poſtles, ſo from the Spiritual weapons they ſhould work 
withal , but onely the earthly tools (et up earthly Tem- 
ples, and Schools, and Colledges , to make Miniſters , 
which is not the Temple of God, the old Maſs-houſes Eaſt 
and Weſt, with a crols on the end of it, which were made 
by men, and not by the W.ll of God. 

But them that witneſs their bodies the Temple of God , 
and comes to the power the Apoſtles were in : denies the 
old Maſs-houſes, which inwardly raveners have invented, 
and denies them that are made by the will of man , they 
do that are made by the Will of God, and preacherh forth 
freely, as they have received freely ; Though they have 
. Power toeat, and power to drink, yec in many places they 

will not uſe their power, them that plant Vineyards, and 
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out charge : but why do the Miniſters made by the will of 
men ; ſay that the peopleare carnal, in their Petitions, 
and in their writings, and yet will have means of the 
carnal people, and Petition rhe Magiſtrate for means from 
them , and: ſue them in Courts for it ? they ſhould eat of 
the milk of the Flock ; but is not this to ſhew that they 
wreſt the Scriptures, and make it lerve their own ends? 

And fince the True Church went into the Wilderneſs, 
they fer up their Steeple-houſe to be one; and {ince the 
True Croſs, the power cf God hath been loſt, they have 
ſer up a wooden one, on the top of it. 

And fince the True Miniſters hath been loſt, which were 
made by the Will of God, they have ſet up Schools, and 
Colledges, to make Miniſters in their own wills; and lince 
the Power of God hath been loſt , which is the Goſpel , 
they have put the four Books Matthew, Mark, Luke, and 
Fobn, for the Goſpel ; the falſe prophets, that inwardly 
ravened , that gotthe ſheeps cloathing, have pur that for 
the Goſpel,. and went forth from the power cf God 3 the 
Goſpel 20h inwardly. ravened. 

And fince the Word of God hath been loft from man , 
they have put the ” od forir, the Words of God ; as 
in Ex«dus God ſpakeall theſe Words , andevery Word of 
God is pure , ſaith the Prophet; and he that adderh ro 
theſe Words , faith Jobs in the k evelations. and my Words 
ſaith Chriſt 3 nor the Word of God fo: the Words of 
God are the Scriptures of truth learnt of God; but 
Chriſtis the Word, which was in the beginning, before the 
Words were ſpoken; who comes to fulfil the Words. of 
God, in whom they end, 

And lince men: hath ravened from the Spirit of God, 
which ſhould offer Spiritual offerings; they -invented theſe 
Eaſter reckomngs, Vidfummer dues, and ſuch-like : bur 
now are they dilcovered. 

And the cry bath been in this great City ,. by Beaſt , 
Dragon , and falie prophets, great Whore, and the 
reachers under her, and profeſſors ; prophecy-is ceaſed, 
Revelation 1s ceaſed; And how ſhould they ſay, Revelation 
was ſtanding , or Prophecy :” When they are 
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imwardly endenaifrennbe $anrel God, which doth in» 
ſpire, and reveal, And to hear the voice of God; there 
is no ſuch thing now, cry people; Now how ſhould they 
hear the voice of God, who are inwardly ravened ? Sg 
no Miniſters made by :the will of God now, but by men, 
by *chooles, and Colledges. | 

Bur who are come tothe ſpirit of God, ;they ravened 
from, knowes revelation, and inſ{piration, and hearing 
of Gods voice, and not of men, nor by men are they-made 
Miniſters, but by the Revelation of Jeſus, as the Apoſtles 
witnefſed , and are come tothat , which hath gotten the 
great Whore , Myſtery Bab;/on, Beaſt, Dragon, falſe pro- 
phets, betwixt them and the Apoſtles , with the power of 
God, andare come over them with the powergthat the A- 
poſtles wasin 3 Glory in the Higheſt forever. 

And ſo when they inwardly ravened , and went from 
Chriſt the Everlaſting Prieſt, they ſet up other Prieſts made 
by men, and heard them , inſtead of \Chriftz and when 
they.inwardly ravened, and went from the Apoſtles, from 
the annointing within,which did teach them, and needed 
none other toteach them, bur astheſame anupinting did 
teach them, to continue in the Sag, and in the Father; 
ſo nor in the Peace, Chriſt the Peace, but areſuch as de- 
troy , and worry one another about Eaſter reckonings, 
Midſummer dues, Tithes, and Scipends, and Augmenta- 
tions , and worry their Hearers for Tenths ;- ſuch are like 
them that Mich ſpoke of, 11 the third chapter, That 

brings people all on heaps, that mult be ploughed up like 
a field, our of the Apoſtles Powerand Doctrine, out of the 
Prophet Micahs Spirit. | 
The firſt Pricft-hood,was a type of theeverlaſting Prieſt- 
hood Chriſt Jefus , the law without , afigure of 'the Law 
within, the tirſt covenant was a figure of the everlaſting co. | 
- venant, Which firſt covenant, ſtood in types, ſhadowey, 
and figures, for the bringing in of a berrer hope; ſo we 
witnefſe the better hope come in, and the end of the 
other; and the 'offerings. in the firſt. Prieſt-hood was 
-a figure ;of /Chriſt, 'the everlaſting offering, who offer- 
ed up himfelf-through the eternal ſpirit, and ended the 
other, - | Circum- 
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Circomciſſion withour, atigure of cixcumcifion within, 
and the law written in Tables of tone without, I will 
write them upon their bearts, and ſtone, .upon ſtone, and 
theengraving, and will cut outthe graving thereof, ſaith 
the Lord,and Chriſtis called the tone, | 

Aud the Temple without was a hgure. of Chriſt, who 
was the Temple of God, and the Saints were made the 
| Temples of God, in whonrhe would dwell and makes his 
abode. | 

And- Feruſalem without, of Feruſalem which comes down 
out-of heaven ; aud the blood of, bulls and goats, a figure 
of the blood of Jeſus Chriſt rhe Son of God, which takes 
away fin, which the blood of Eulls and goats could not; 
and the one offering which perfe&s for ever them that are 
ſauifed, which the other offerings could not, which this 
offering doth, and they need no more. 

So Chriſt, the Tenple of God, ſaid, The Temple ſhould 
be thrown .down, and not one ſtone left upon another; 
who ends the offerings, ends the firſt Covenant. 

Now minde the {ix dayes of leavened bread, and the 
ſeventh of reſt; and-mind the tenths in the fall, man 
drove from God, in the earth, the Law of the firſt prieft- 
hood, andwar; and minde theeverlaſting prieſthood, that 
redeems people out of the earth, ends the war. 

And the Sabbath was given for a figne to the children of 
Iſrae!, after the fall from the righteouſueſſe, and the i- 
mage of God; the man ſervant, the maid ſervant, Ox, 
and Aﬀe, and all within his gates might reſt, not bear a 
buxthen , not gather meat that day, nor make a fire 
throughout all their congregations; now mind the ſtate of 
the creatures, how all was opprefſed, Ox, Afﬀe, and fer- 

-yants j-and the ;Lord - gave 'his Sabbath fora lign, ſo the 
ewes Sabbath is a day, the fign, of ſomething, of reſt, 
of Chrift the reſt tothe whole creation, Ox, and Alle,and 
ſervantandftranger. . : | | 

- So he was acculed of them, that had the fign, to be a 
Sabbath breaker, ſo'new meones, nicats, and drinks,and 
and holy dayes, arethadows of good things to came,: but 
the body is Chriſt; ſo whoknowes Chriſt the body, ſees 
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before new moons was, meats, drinks, or Sabbath-dayes 
andwitnefſeth the end ofthe ſhadowes, and can ſay, that 
the good thing is come, ſo the Chriftian Sabbarh is Chrift 
who was before dayes was, before the World was made, 
glorified with the Father before the World began : 

And whois in him,need not go forth to gather his meat, 
norto make a fire nor bear a burthen, for Chriſt 4s his 
reſt, and much more, is to be ſaid in this whichis hard to 
beuttered. 

And the Saints meet togerher on the firſt day of the 
week, and many things I have to declare, which as-yet 
is hard to be uttered, but the day is dawning, the fo 
' of heaven is known, the morning ftar is broken forth; 
. andthe Lord is riſen, and Chrift is come to reign, he 
that was dead, is alive, and lives for evermore, and the 
Lamb and the Saints ſhall have the vi&ory. 

So ſeeing DoRor ,' thou that wouldeſt keep up 
Tythes,and down with Biſhops laws, he that ſerup one, 
ſer vip the other , and all power, Eafter-reckonings, 
and Midſummer-dues, muſt come down together, if thou 
deny thy ſelf intereft, and waft inthe power of God, with 
which thou might ſee, what is gor tine the dayes of the 
. Apoſtles, and with which power, thou mighteſt ſec, whar 
power they were in. 


This from a lover of thy Soul;and all your Souls,and Eter= 
nal good, who is in that, an lives, and reigns in 
that, which was inthe Beginning , 
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The Do@or faid, = did not take gre of _ 
falſe report. upon. his own perſon, but upon the 
Miniſtry it elf. 
F, aro hath been,and are the greateſt reporters 
even the Prieſts, the falſe Miniſters, who have got 
up lince the dayes of the Apoſtles.
